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MISCELLANEOUS REMARKS. 


- Rev. Dr. Mayer remarks: “Since the last Synod, a variety of claims for the ge- 
neral interests of our church, and in behalf of congregations erecting houses of wor- 
ship, have been urged upon the members of St. John’s Church. Subscriptions have 
been obtained among them by the Rev. B. Keller, for the General Education So. 
ciety, to the amount of nearly $600: by Dr. S. S. Schmucker, for the Seminary at 
Gettysburgh, upwards of $1000; and by the Rev. S. A. Mealy, for the church at 
Savannah, between $800 and $900: total, from $2400 to $2500. Among the Insti- 
tutions in the congregation, for the promotion of Christian knowledge and piety, are 
a Tract and Book Society, and a Society for the relief of poor members, and the as- 
sistance of students of divinity.” 


- ‘Rey. F. G. Mayer remarks: ‘Since the 31st of January, I have been favoured 
with the assistance of the Rev. Wm. Moellman, an ordained Minister of the Luther. . 
an Church, who arrived, in the City of N ew- York, from Hanover, on the Ist of 
January, 1836. Mr. M. has officiated upwards of three months twice on the Lord’s 
day, and afterwards once on Sunday, and once on Wednesday evening. On Sun- 
day, the 10th of July, I consecrated a neat and convenient Lecture and Sunday 
School room, in a building erected by the Trustees of the Lutheran Church, situated 
in the rear of the church. It is in this room. that worship in the German language, 
our Sunday School is held.” 
_ Dr. Wackerhagen remarks: “ With regard to my congregations, I can say, with 
as much gratification as truth, that all three of them appear to go on increasing in 
il spiritual life, and attention to the ordinances of the church. Of that in the town of 
Livingsten, however, it must be observed, that more than those of Germantown and 
Pine Plains, it is subject to fluctuations,“ on account of frequent removals, the lands 
being held generally only upon life leases, or yearly rents.” ~ ‘ 
Rev. H. N. Pohlman remarks: “ Since the last meeting of Synod, we have intro- 
duced a system of Monthly Tract distribution into the congregation, with the ha 
| — results; and we are privileged to see, that our “labour is not in vain in the 
:” by the steady increase of vital godliness in our midst. ‘Though, in view of 
the multitudes among us, who should be found on the Lord’s side, we are frequently 
compelled to exclaim, ‘Who hath believed our report, and to whom is the arm of 
the Lord revealed?” yet are we disposed ‘to thank God and.take courage,’ pray- 
ing that “the Lord will arise and have mercy upon Zion, and that the set time to 
favour her may soon come.” 
Rev. J. Berger reports: “That the congregation at Churchtown, of which he has 
lately taken charge, are erecting a new church, which wi'l cost over $4000, and will, 
it is believed, be ready for consecration about the Ist of November next.” | 


 -Rev. W. D. Strobel remarks: “The number of confirmations reported is small, 
for the inclemency of the winter was so great, that a class could not be collected to- 
gether in time for the festival of Easter; immediately after which, the Pastor was 
absent some time. But it is intended to have confirmation on Christmas. In this 
congregation, none but adults are admitted, and this alsotends to diminish the num- 
ber. It was hoped, that a larger sum of money would be raised for benevolent pur- 
~noses, other numerous demands, we have been at great 
expense repairing our little edifice, which was in a bad state from the effects of time. — 
The church council have lately made arrangements which will lead to a regular or- 
anization of the ‘congregation for Missionary purposes. We have raised for the 
ynod, $100 during the year.” 
Rev. R. Collier remarks: ‘The cause of our Redeemer is gradually progressing 
_ in our congregation, and the’ number of worshippers during the past year, has in- 
creased nearly oné fourth. Like other congregations emerging into life, we have had 
our difficulties; but the clouds are dissipating, and the sun of righteousness begins 
to shine. The Lord indeed has blessed our feeble endeavours beyond our most 
sanguine expectation ; he has watered us with thedews of heaven, and has-rendered 
us eternal debtors to his grace ; his goodness to us demands our grateful tribute of 
praise.”

PREAMBLE. 
“That it was the purpose of Jesus Christ, the supreme head of the 


church, to have the principles and blessings of his religion diffused 


_throughout the earth, appears to be evident. It is equally so that he 
intended to-use the instrumentality of those, who from age to age might 
become his disciples. The very nature and constitution of the Chris- 
tian Church, seem to designate itto be a Missionary Institution and 
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tery upon it; in the performance of which, each of its members is 
bound to take an active part. For the purpose of carrying out these 
views, and of facilitating these operations, it is hereby ordained by the 
Evangelical Lutheran Ministerium of the State of New-York and ad- 
= jacent parts, at its Forty-first Synodical Meeting: That this body be 
® considered A Missionary AssociaTION, and that the following articles 
© be adopted as its regulations on this subject. =~ a 

-Articte I. Every congregation, connected with this Ministerium, 

| shall be considered an auxiliary association. The vestry, or such other 
© officers as may be selected, shall be its managers; and every congre- 
= gation, which contributes $25 per annum, shall be entitled to one mem- 
ber of the board of managers, and if it contributes $100 or upwards, 
per annum, totwo. Every clergyman belonging to this Ministerium, 
who shall r raise the sum of $25 or a lanes shall also be a member. of 
the board. 


Articre II. At every ne of the Synod, at which an election 


for officers shall take place, there shall be appointed a a 7 j 


rectors, to be called the Missionary and Education Board of the Evan- 
m gelical Lutheran Ministerium of the State of New-York. It shall be 
composed of 12 Clergymen and 8 Laymen, and representatives 
as the auxiliaries may be entitled to. It shall require*seven of these 
to make a quorum at any meeting which is regularly convened, and 
| they shall have the regulation of all the Missronnty and Eo ucation 
© concerns of this Ministerium. 
= Articre III. The President of the Sy wad shall always be, ex-officio, 
§ chairman of the Board, and the funds shall be placed in the hands of © 
} the Synod’s Treasurer. But the Board shall appoint its own Secre- 
tary, who shall also be Secretary of the Executive Committee. 
Articte IV. The board of Directors, at their annual meeting, shall 
elect from their own number, seven members who shall constitute an 


| Executive Committee, four of whom shall be clergymen and three = = == 


laymen; a quorum to do business shall consist of four methbers. To 
this Committee shall belong the pointing out of fields for’ Missionary — 


labour—the appointing of Missionaries, the aiding of. destitutechurches, 


and of beneficiaries. They can call extra meetings of the Board, to 
whose directions they shall be subject, and to whom they shall report — 
at least once a year. They shall have the disposal of the funds, and 
may appoint agencies in the recess if they see fit.
